During  the  three  months  of 
prohibition  in  San  Francisco 
after  the  great  fire  and  earth- 
quake while  the  city  had  prohi- 
bition the  city  was  comparative- 
ly free  from  all  kinds  of  crime. 
Before  the  fire  it  was  the  Sodom 
of  the  South,  having  more  sa- 
loons than  any  other  city,  and 
nil  the  natural  allies  of  the  sa- 
loons— gambling  hells  and  broth- 
els. After  the  earthquake  the 
saloons  were  elosed  for  three 
months  and  in  the  absence  of  po-' 
lice  regulations  there  wras  scarce- 
ly any  crime.  The  authorities 
raised  the  license  from  $100.00 
to  $^00.00,  and  there  was  1,500 
saloohs  started  and  there  is  to 
be  11500  more  opened.
